Many Mortorists 


M ay Be Converted 


Into Pedestrians 
M otorists w ere w arned today 
by Police C hief A ugust G. K ett- 
m ann of the rigid provisions of 
the new traffic code now in ef­ 
fect in the state and of severe 
penalties imposed by the m easure 
w hich becam e a law w hen Gov. 
E arl W arren signed it. 
The new m easure, adopted by 
the 
state 
legislature, 
seeks to 
curb the rising traffic toll in 
California, 
grounding 
motorists 
by taking aw ay their drivers’ li­ 
censes if they are continual of­ 
fenders of the m otor vehicle traif- 
fic laws. 


IN SOME CASES, two similar 
offenses m ean loss of license, in 
others, the fourth arrest in a year 
m eans the offender m ust depend 
upon friends or the public car­ 
riers for transportation. 
E very dog is allowed two bites 
—but a m otorist has only one 
chance w hen accidents involving 
injury are concerned. A second 
accident w ith inijjry m eans loss 
of license. 


RECKLESS DRIVING, as well 
as negligent driving, involves loss 
of 
license ' after 
tw o 
arrests. 
Speeders who laugh off arrests 
and say they are papering their 
den w ith speed tickets, w ill have 
to have sm all dens if they w ant 
to complete the job. The fourth 
arrest for speeding — and away 
goes the license. 
The same applies for other in­ 
fractions of the code such as ig­ 
noring boulevard stops, red sig­ 
nals, w eaving in and out, failure 
to signal, refusing to dim lights, 
and so on. 


HAVING A FRIEND at court 
will not help. Even if a driver is 
freed of responsibility, his record 
is on the m otor vehicle d epart­ 
m ent’s book. A second accident 
—and the license is out. 
The new law provides a m an­ 
datory jail sentence for convic­ 
tion of drunken driving, hit-and- 
run. and other m ajor offenses as 
well as a fine. Severe penalties 
are listed for drivers w ho smack 
a parked car and try to get aw ay 
w ithout leaving their card. 


MOST SEVERE provision in 
the new code applies to those 
hardy m otorists who, having lost 
their license, think they can get 
aw ay w ith it and try driving 
w ithout one.

This m eans a year in jail and 
a $1,000 fine. 
C hief K ettm ann said reports 
reveal that in C alifornia 2,604 
persons had their licenses lifted. 
U nder the new law, w hich is de­ 
signed to m ake California high­ 
ways safer, th at num ber is ex­ 
pected to reach alm ost 10,000.

Construction of the Mt. San J a ­ 
cinto W inter 'Park tram w ay is 
expected to get underw ay before 
the end of this summer.

Commencement of construction 
is dependent, Coffman said, on the 
avalability of critical materials, 
and this is expected to be con­ 
siderably eased by Ju ly 1. 


EXPECTING the availability of 
materials, a m eeting of mem bers 
of the A uthority has been called 
for Ju ly 8 and all contracting 
firms and financiers have been 
asked to be present. Among them 
I will be representatives of the Con- 
| solidated Steel Corporation who 
hold the prim e contract for the 
construction job; and Morrison 
| & K nudson company w hich w ill 
undertake the construction of the 
cement foundations for the giant 
steel tow ers that w ill carry the 
tram w ay cars. 
“Construction of the tram w ay 
has been held up by the P ark 
A uthority," said Coffman, "be­ 
cause it was impossible to obtain 
a firm bid for the job. There is 
every hope now,” Coffm an con­ 
tinued, “that Consolidated Steel 
will be able to present a firm 
bid after July 1.” 


COFFMAN ADDED that other 
business which kept him busy in 
Sacram ento since the D esert Inn 
closed, is now finished, and he 
plans to devote the rest of the 
sum m er to bring about the start 
of construction on the giant lift. 
During the session of the state

BACK INTO ARIZONA— 


PART VI 


W e came into Oak Creek the 
back way, heading from Rimrock 
Ranch to Sedona. T here w ere 
m agnificent clouds 
fo r photog­ 
raphy, but a few too m any of 
them'. In fact, it was clouding up 
so rapidly th at it threatened rain 
at any moment. Our first glimpse 
of 
th e 
red-w alled 
battlem ents 
that m arked th e outer limits of 
the colorful portion of th e canyon 
was 
through a 
break 
in 
the 
clouds, with full brilliant sun 
stream ing dow n upon them. It 
had begun to sprinkle and the 
m oisture made the red color even 
more pronounced. 
A t the same spot w here Jack 
B reed 
and 
Chico 
and 
I 
had 
stopped a year ago to take pic­ 
tures, we parked alongside the 
road and I sat up the m ovie cam ­ 
era to take a motion picture of 
the sam e scene. It w as a truly 
beautiful sweep of scenery: tilled 
fields 
on eith er side, 
a 
long 
straight dirt roadw ay into the far 
distance, and in the background, 
the spectacular abuttem ents uf 
crim son sandstone, ju ttin g up in 
blocklike outlines. 


AS LUCK w ould have it, it b e­ 
gan to sprinkle as soon as I got 
the tripod and cam era in position, 
but w e waited patiently and soon 
the sun came out. T aking several 
feet of film here, we moved on 
to Sedona, w here we grabbed a 
bite of late lunch. Then on to one 
more vantage point in O ak Creek 
canyon, 
another w ait 
for the 
em erging sun, a bit m ore footage 
of Kodachrome, then on through 
to Flagstaff. 
N ext morning we visited the 
m useum 
of 
N orthern 
Arizona 
again and then on to Sunset C ra­ 
ter. A gain there were too m any 
clouds. The view of the San F ran ­ 
cisco peaks from here was u n ­ 
surpassable. Rejoining the m ain 
road again we hum m ed n o rth ­ 
w ard to Cameron. T hen on to ­ 
w ard the G rand Canyon. A d irt 
road to the right, tow ard the lit­ 
tle Colorado riv er chasm invited 
our exploration several miles af­ 
ter w e had left Cameroi^. so w e 
jostled off onto it. It term inated 
on a flat rocky knoll. W e parked 
and strolled to 
the edge. The 
view left us breathless, for w e 
stood on the very b rin k of 
vertical drop of at least a thous­ 
and feet. The form ation w as ra th ­ 
er 
peculiar, 
resem bling 
huge 
stocks of rounded-edged plates of 
w eathered bronze, about ten feet 
thick, stacked one upon another. 
From far, far below w as w afted 
un to us the soft delicate call of 
a canyon wren. All else was 
deep forced silence th a t seemed 
heavy in the side canyons. We 
w ere both to later agree th at this 
view of an unnam ed branch of 
the G rand Canyon of the little 
Colorado was even m ore impres 
sive th an the m ain G rand Can­ 
yon, sim ply because of its sm all­ 
er and more intim ate size th at 
we could appreciate more.

But now art is slow ly moving in 


and books are being w ritten by 
pals souls who are rapidly losing 
th eir pallor. A uthors are clacking 
out this and that in little back 
rooms. One lady author interested 
me because she does all her w rit­ 
ing in a pink bathing suit and 
looks very well among her com ­ 
m as and dialogue. A H ungarian 
is doing a three-act play in forty- 
seven scenes and h a s’ been peg­ 
ging aw ay for three months. 
The 
bathing 
suit 
authoress 
w orks as 1 would love to work. 
She arises each m orning b right­ 
eyed at the crack of daw n and 
w rites 
for five hours w ithout 
stopping, under a spreading ban­ 
yan tree. Being then exhausted, 
she partakes of a light lunch, has 
a siesta, and resum es w riting for 
three 
hours 
more. 
She 
then 
m ounts her bicycle, still in the 
bathing suit, and rides tw elve 
m iles across the desert on a paved 
road. This is my idea of being an 
author, and the lady’s schedule 
m ust bring the blush of sham e to 
idling fellows like "B ud" K elland 
and Charles Coe, w ho rattle aw ay 
for an hour or two of a m orning 
and then play golf the livelong 
day. 
The village m akes you think of 
a movie set they forgot to take 
down, and you expect to see Tom 
Mix come galloping out of the 
pool room, shooting in all direc­ 
tions. There are no silly luxuries, 
such as street lights; not even a 
vagrant bulb; and after dark the 
tow n is as black as the inside of 
a hat and twice as quiet. A round 
and about is_the rem orseless des­ 
ert, and you sfiiver and know if 
you w alk out there alone you w ill 
never be seen again and your 
bones will bleach under the p iti­ 
less sun, with the coyotes look­ 
ing on. So you stay on th e one 
street, hang around the post of­ 
fice, buy chewing gum and m aga­ 
zines in the drug store and listen 
for the faint click of a typew riter. 
Gloomy Indians jostle you in the 
darkness and cow hands em erge 
from the cigar store w ith a dim e's 
w orth of fine cut. 


The literary discovery of the 
place cam e about naturally, as 
Hollywood is only 122 m iles north 
over the San Gorgonio Pass, and 
Hollywood contains at least five 
hundred authors w ho yearn and 
y earn to w rite and cannot do so 
at home because people are for­ 
ever dropping in w ith a ja r of 
gin and breaking up a m an’s 
tim e. L iterary m aterials, such as 
large m anila envelopes, pencils, 
paper and ribbons are to be had 
at the hardw are store, and no­ 
w here else, and they say the pro­ 
prietor is thinking of putting in 


portable typew riters. 
When a Hollywood genius runs 
foul of an idea he hops into his 
car. rushes dow n to Palm Springs 
and rents a room, or a shack far 
out in the sage brush, and lets 
go. 
Lodging-house 
ow ners 
are 
given orders not to disturb artists 
in the throes of creation, and 
w ithin the last six m onths three 
entire m otion pictures were w rit­ 
ten and sent back to Hollywood. 
One prom inent figure drifts in 
every three or four w eeks and 
w rites steadily for ten days, be­ 
ing accom panied by a case of rye 
to w ard off a desert chill. 
W hen you climb the nearby San 
Jacinto and gaze dow n upon the 
quiet com m unity you little real­ 
ize th at in every fo u rth or fifth 
blue and w hite cottage a type­ 
w riter is singing its m erry song 
and som ething deathless m ayhap 
is being produced. 
Lady geniuses trot about the 
place on w arm days in shorts and 
yellow sw eaters, and som etim es 
this costum e im proves the scen­ 
ery. Movie actors and even pro­ 
ducers gallop about 
the tennis 
courts, 
stripped 
to 
th e 
baffle 
plate, m any of them happy in the 
innocent belief that th ey are con­ 
ferring a favor or m aking life 
more interesting for the simple 
desert folk.

For recreation in th eir off hours 
artists and authors rid e bicycles 
or participate in barbecues out on 
the sand. The barbecue is a quaint 
cerem onial, w hereat a cowboy in 
a large h at fries fow l or flesh 
over some coals, w hile the cus 
tom ers sit on logs and eat gin­ 
gerbread, d rink liquor from tin 
cups and adm ire the stars. The 
quality of desert liquor can be 
improved, as it is now impossible 
to drink your coffee after som e­ 
body has had a real d rin k out of 
your tin cup. 
A delightful inform ality p er­ 
vades the village, and w om en who 
don’t care go about in leather 
boots, m en’s hats, blue overalls 
and plain everyday m ale pants, 
slightly frayed. Living costs are 
rath er low, and as a fairly good 
novel now earns an auth o r $112 
in the two years follow ing publi­ 
cation, there are practical reasons 
w hy Palm Springs 
should 
go 
ahead and m ake those Eastern 
centers of culture look silly, es­ 
pecially if th e depression con­ 
tinues to stay in bed w ith us.

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Questions and Answers 
on the 
FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


Every Individual and Partnership Operating in 
California Under a Trade Name Should Read 
This Carefully 
Ques. W hat is a Fictitious Firm name? 
Ans. Any name which does not completely and 
clearly identify the owner or owners. 
Ques. Why should an individual or partnership do­ 
ing business under a Fictitious Name file and pub­ 
lish a Certificate? 
Ans. 1. The law is specific and mandatory. Busi­ 
ness people, like other persons, should obey the 
law. 2. No Court action of any sort can be m ain­ 
tained until Certificate is filed and published. 
3. Such filing and publishing contributes to the 
value and protection of a trade name. 
Ques. Is the name “J. B. Smith Company” a fic­ 
titious name? 
Ans. Yes. Because the term “company” is am bigu­ 
ous and suggestive of uncertainty. 
Ques. How can customer find if he has filed and 
published his certificate of business? 
Ans. Simply by checking with the Corporation de­ 
partm ent in your county clerk’s office. 
Ques. W hat does Section 2468 of the Civil Code 
mean by the wording that no person or partner­ 
ship failing to comply “shall maintain any action 
upon, or on account of, any contract or contracts 
made or transactions had,” under such fictitious 
name in any Court of this State? 
Ans. Simply that the person or partnership cannot 
sue. 
Ques. Does this mean that cash stores are not af­ 
fected? 
Ans. There are many grounds for court actions be­ 
sides the mere collection of past due accounts. 
For instance, a cash grocery may wish to sue a 
trucking company for damage to shipments. 
Ques. In case of a change in ownership, must the 
new owner file and publish? 
Ans. Yes. “Every person transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious nam e” must file and 
publish. 
Ques. In case one partner is succeeded by another, 
must a new certificate be filed and published? 
Ans. Yes. Section 2469 of the Civil Code states that 
“On every change in the members of a partner- 
< 
ship transacting business in this State under a fic­ 
titious name . . . a new certificate must be filed 
with the County Clerk and a new publication 
made.” 
Ques. Must a corporation file and publish a cer­ 
tificate? 
Ans. Yes, when the corporation as a person owns 
and operates some other business under a fic- m 
titious firm name. In such event it must file and 
publish, otherwise not. 
• *" 
Ques. Do public authorities demand compliance 
with the fictitious firm law? 
Ans. Yes. For instance, the California State De­ 
partm ent of Vocational Standards will not issue a 
license to any contractor or contracting partner­ 
ship who has not filed and published. 
Ques. May a person or persons engaged in m ore 
than one business under fictitious name meet the 
publication requirem ent by filing and printing 
only one certificate? 
Ans. The Los Angeles County Counsel has ruled: 
“We incline to the opinion that the provision of 
said section contemplate a certificate be filed and 
published for EACH fictitious name under which 
a business is transacted.” 
Ques. Does the filing and publication of a Trade 
Name Certificate have value in establishing own­ 
ers’ title in a firm name? 
„ 
Ans. Yes the courts have held such registration and, _ 
publication to be a prim a facia evidence of name 
• 
ownership where two claimants to a name have 
contested ownership. 
Ques. How may a Certificate be prepared, filled 
out and published? 
Ans. See your lawyer, bank, local newspaper or the 
County Clerk. 
Ques. W hat will it cost? 
Ans. The statutory one dollar County Clerk fee for 
filing plus the publisher’s rate for four weekly 
insertions of the advertisem ent, amounting to 
about $10. 
Ques. W here may filing service be obtained? 
Ans. Complete service is given FREE by Los A n­ 
geles Newspaper Service Bureau, Inc., 132 West 
First St. Write them for further information or 
free forms and printed instructions at that ad-

Every person transacting business in this state under 
a tic titio u s nam e and every partnership transacting business in 
tnis state under a fictitious nam e, or a designation not show ing 
the nam es of th e persons interested as partners in such busi­ 
ness, m ust file w ith the clerk of the county in which his or its 
principal place of business is situated, a certificate, stating th e 
nam e in full and the place of residence of such person and 
stating the nam es in full of all the m em bers of such p artn e r­ 
ship and their places of residence. Such certificate m ust be 
published in th e county, if there be one, and if there be none 
in such county, then in a new spaper in an adjoining county,

be filed with th e county clerk w ithin th irty days after the com ­ 
pletion of such publication.

2468—The certificate filed w ith the clerk as provided in 
section tw enty-four hundred and sixty-six m ust be signed by 
the person therein referred to, o r by the partners, as the case 
m ay be and acknow ledged before some ofifcer, authorized to

W here a business is hereafter com m enced by a person under a 
fictitious nam e o r a partnership is hereafter formed, the c er­ 
tificate m ust be filed and the publication designated in th a t 
section m ust be made w ithin one m onth after the com m ence­ 
m ent of such business or after the form ation of the partnership 
or w ithin one m onth from the tim e designated in th e agree­ 
m ent of its m em bers for the com m encem ent of th e p artn e r­ 
ship. W here the business has been heretofore conducted u nder 
a fictitious nam e or w here the p artnership has been heretofore 
formed, the certificate m ust be filed and the publication m ade 
w ithin six m onths after the passage of this act.
